Thus the Little 
Symphony will give the listen- 
ers a rendition of these works 
as the composers orlghially en- 
visaged them. 

These concerts will be espe- 
cially interesting to students, as 
they will be able to form a 
sounder basis of appreciation of 
classical music on hearing the 
Little Symphony's renditions.

Liettt.-Col. Morris 
Places Wreath at 
Honour Roll 

Although yesterday was not de- 
clared an official holiday this year, 
McGill honoured the memory of 
those of her sons who died in the 
last war in a brief official cere- 
mony held yesterday in the Arts 
building. 

Lieutenant-Colonel J. M. Morris, 
officer commanding the McGiU con- 
tingent ot the C.O.T.C placed a 
wreath at the foot of the 'honour 
roll. Principal James, Dean Mac- 
Mlllan, Major Rexford, second in 
command of the McGill Cp.T.C 
Captain Curry and Major Savage 
were present at the ceremony. 

Throughout the university two 
minutes silence was observed at 
the eleventh hour, and this is the 
first time in a number of years that 
classes have been held at McGill 
on Remembrance Day. 

The record of McGill men in the 
last war Is enviable. During the 
first three years of the great war, 
before the military service act 
came into force, 850. out ot a real 
recruiting constituency of about 
1.200 actually enlisted. 

Perhaps the best known organiza- 
tion bearing the University name 
during the great war was the Mc- 
GiU General HospIUl, offlciaUy 
known as ntmiber three. 

AU its officers were members of 
the staff or graduates of thé faculty 
ot medicine, all the men of other 
ranks drawn from the student body, 
and all the nurses graduates of 
cither the Royal Victoria or the 
Montreal General Hospital, institu- 
tion mostly connected with the Mc- 
GiU laoil^ of medichie.

Until We Win 

In recent days a great deal of time and 
effort h&s been devoted to what has been 
termed post>war reconstruction, effort 
^hich if turned to, the winning of the war 
^ould have made a definite and material 
gain. 

Students in particular have concerned 
ttiemselves with this problem, and in most 
respects unnecessarily and uselessly. Op- 
ponents to this statement will urge such 
well-founded obpections as the result of the 
last war, the failure of the League of Na- 
tion, the impossible conditions created in 
both victories and defeated countries— and 
all because no forethought was given to re- 
(Construction. In fact they will point to the 
present conflict as being a direct result of 
Bh'ortsightedness and lack of planning on 
the part of the nations during the world 
Tvar of the past quarter century. They will 
argue that it is very important that we win 
Ihe peace after this conflict. 

Committees have been set up to study 
post war problems—to view the possibility 
of a better state of affairs after the war. 
Students, who are ever the idealists, have 
themselves devoted much time and effort 
jlothis important question and we say that 
effort has been misplaced. We do not 
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^ a: moment minimise the seriousness of 
problem, but we do urge that we should 
concern ourselves too greatly with problems 
of the future when problems of the present 
are more serious and pressing. 

; Problems that require one solution to- 
day may bo altered so drastically at the 
end of the war that an entirely new solution 
Is necessitated. Agoin we shall hear the 
statement that we cannot start ' building 
when' the war is over unless we have pre- 
pared beforehand, but we in our turn point 
to' our state of preparation at the begin- 
ing of this war. No one will argue that we 
have not successfully prepared outselves 
after three year — the present results in 
Africa are sufficient proof of this. 

This leads us to the evident solution 
that if we can spare the time and energy— 
and studente oannot— then we are justified 
in preparing for the peace, 
•i Whatever virtues the postwar recon- 
struction may have, whatever arguments 
may bo presented in its, one glaring fact 
$tands ciÊ^m^Jhat is Unlea We win 
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Inflation. 

War brings in its train many dangers and 
causes for fear. On tlie home front these dan- 
gers are best exemplified by the fear and dan' 
Ser of inflation. The dangers of inflaUon can- 
not be over-emphasized at any time, 'leasts of 
all in wartime when Its consequences euruid 
often do disrupt the effort of the community. 

At best only a working definition of Infla- 
tion can be given here. Inflation, then, is a 
sharp and general rise, In the price level along 
with an expansion of the cash assets (including 
bank balances) of the community which Is not 
accompanied by an increased production of 
conunodities. At this point, it may be said, that 
Inflation must be associated with a movement 
I.e., it is not a static state. 

To what is inflation 'attributable in a war 
economy? 'Above all It is due to Increased gov- 
ernmental spending and the diversion of pro- 
duction to war purposes, ^Vhen governmental 
expenditures increaic, the money incomes of 
people working in munitions Industries In- 
crease. As a result more money is spent by 
eonsumeri. It is at this point that prices be- 
gin to rise. However this la not the end, the 
Income of Individuals which depend on these 
prices also rise. The spending of these Incomes 
added by the increased government spending 
which Is required— since the other face of a 
price rise ia increased. cost to producers— actu- 
ates another price rise. This process is com- 
monly and popularly called the inflationary 
spiral. There are other causes of inflation which 
will be brought out in the course of the article. 

Why need we fear inflation? Firstly, the 
government's budget is thrown out of balance, 
since there Is a lag between tax collection and 
price rise; the government must also revise 
its delivery schedules to meet this price rise. 
Secondly, there Is & rise in costs, both of living 
and production, which brings about a great deal 
of unrest and strife on 'the part of wage-earn- 
ers and makes It very difficult to judge the 
efficiency of industrial plants because of the 
difficulties of costing. Thirdly, there is an up- 
set in the structure of debtor-credltor relation- 
ships; groups with fixed incomes are adversely 
affected. Fourthly, the difficulties of post-war 
reorganization arc greatly increased; there la 
usually a sharp drop in prices and producers 
have a hard time getting started since debts 
contracted during the period of rising prices 
are very difficult to meet during a period of 
falling prices. 

The Innate Inflationary tendencies of an 
economy In war time are sometimes greatly en- 
hanced by the methods of financing used. One 
of the means of financing the war is by expan- 
sionary borrowing under which may be In- 
cluded the crude inflationary method of merely 
printing off paper money as well as borrowing 
from commercial banks. That the printing of 
notes has been resorted to In the past and to 
some extent at present is quite obvioas to all. 

As has been shown in a previous article, the 
war effort requires that civilian production and 
consumption must be cut to the bone. The 
problem of production, it has been shown, can 
be met by a system of priorities and allocaUon. 
The problem here Is to cut down on the demand 
for consumption goods. As we have seen in- the 
preceding paragraphs, this problem Is aggra- 
vated by a rise In the money-income of the 
community. Several methods are available to 
meet this problem,— Increased taxation, compul- 
sory savings, price and wage control, and last 
but not least rationing. 

Increased, taxation, on the basis of ability 
to pay will drain away the surplus funds of 
the community, indeed It is the Ideal method to 
finance a war but if it is to be fool-proof It 
would perhaps have an adverse psychological 
effect on the people and therefore taxation can 
only be used partially. Compulsory savings 
should perhaps be applied to the lower income 
groups, as a means firstly, to drain away pur- 
chasing power during the war and secondly, 
to act as a stimulant to "demand" In the post- 
war period. At this point it may be said that 
volunary savings in-aoVlar 'aa they will not 
serve as a basts for monetary expansion will 
serve the same purpose. Price control In and of 
itself is not sufficient since the higher Income 
groups win be enabled to buy more than the 
lower income groups. The same may be said 
of wage control If price and wage control ara 
to be equitable then a system of rationing must 
bo instituted.' Rationing, with certain modifi- 
cations to account for differences in taste. Is the 
most equitable means of disposing of scarce 
commodities and should certainly be applied If 
equality of sacrifice Is to be our guiding 
principle. 

The problem can, therefore, be re-stated, "to 
keep spending down to a pace which production 
can match". The costs of war cannot be avoided 
by restoring to inflation; Uie costs are really 
represented by the expenditure of labor-power, 
equipment and natural resources. We mtut see 
to its that this burden is borne by all according 
to the principle of equity. '

^ The sheep which were thronging 
into the corridor from the open 
gate of tho sunny pens outside were 
all of one type— nine months old, 
white, fat sheep, fresh from the 
pampas.
